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MICHIGAN MIGHT TAKE A 
LESSON 

It is refreshing to report that 
at jieast one state has managea 
to avoid the fallacy that the way 
to create prosperity ig to spend 
billions on credit—credit which 
must be based on all the savings 
and wealth, all the property, ali 
the industries, all the earnings 
and other resources of the com- 
monweaith. : 

That state is Nebraska, which 
is described by W. E. Christen- 
sen in an articie in the New York 
Heraid Tribune entitled “Sanity 
on the Prairies.” 

Nebraska has a new $10,000,000 


eapitol—without a penny of debt « purchaser of illegally produced 


standing against it. 

Nebraska has a splendid high- 
way system—without a _ single 
outstanding bond. 

Nebraska's state tax, which 
provides the funds for support- 
ing the state university, four 
normal schools and all other state 
activities, has averaged less than 
two mills per year during the 
last ten years. 

Nebraska has no state income 

' tax, no sales tax, no nuisance 
taxes. The state hasn’t one cent 
of bonded indebtedness. Total 
bonded debt of its 93 counties, 
in July 1934, was but $6,247,000— 
of which a single county, Doug- 
las, accounted for $4,500,000, 
leaving the small sum of $1,700,- 
000 apportioned among the 92 re- 
maining county governments. 

This sounds like a taxpayers’ 
Utopia, which it is. It hasn’t 
been achieved through magic. 
Here, according to Mr. Christen- 
sen, is the four-sided plan Ne- 
braska follows: 

1. Pay as you go; issue no state 
bonds and few county bonds. 2. 
Reject new forms of taxation. 3. 
Watch public spending and the 
spenders, 4. Remember that even 
in these changing times the func- 
tions of local government are the 
same as ‘they were 15 years ago 
and should cost no more. 

The plan is simple. It is work- 
able. It is sound. Nebraska has 
led the way toward - economic 
sanity—other states should fall 
in line—Midland Republican. 


Ever since the law was passed 
compelling the Department of 
Conservation to pay a tax of ten 
cents an acre upon all of the 
lands they hold outside of state 
forests and game refuges and 
parks, the Department has been 
trying to evade the law. As we 
remember, they took the matter 
to the supreme court where they 
were beaten. Then they paid the 
tax for afew years. However 
before former Attorney General 
O’Brien left office the Depart- 
ment secured an opinion from 
him to the effect that the law 
was- unconstitutional or some- 
thing to the effect. And we un- 
derstand this opinion was recent- 
ly affirmed by Attorney General 
Toy. At any rate the depart- 
ment lets it. be known that they 
will respect opinions of the gen- 
tlemen and may not pay the 
tax. There is talk in many of 
the counties of the upper part of 
the state where the department 
holds a large acreage starting a 
movement to mandamus the de- 
partment regarding the matter. 
The opinion of the Attorney 
General is to the effect that the 
tax should be paid out of the

No 
more is the housewife likely to 
insist on properly packaged and 
stamped potatoes when right 
around the corner or down the 
lane is a farmer who will sell 
her a sack without the stamps for 
a lower price. 

If the government attempts to 
enforce the act, particularly out- 
side of the regions where pota- 
toes are cultivated on a large 
scale, it is likely to be forced to 
recognize its importance in the 
face of popular rebellion on a 
manner which, to the common 
citizen, seems to be no concern 
whatever of the government. The 
humble potato may yet achieve 
the position that tea once held 
in the popular imagination, 
though in the case of a govern- 
ment as sensitive to popular in- 
dignation as is ours there is no 
probability that the potato rebel- 
lion will go as far as did that in 
which tea was involved.—Hart- 
ford (Ill.)

‘GOVERNMENT CARS 
STATE CHECK 


Applications for 1936 automo- 
bile plates for municipally own- 
ed cars will be carefully exam- 
ined by the Department of State, 
it was announced Thursday. The 
ates for cars 
owned by the state or any muni- 
cipality, including counties, cit- 
jes, villages, and school districts, 
is only 50 cents for each vehicle, 
regardless of size. > 

Instances have been discovered 
in which these 50 cent plates 
have been issued on application 
of municipalities which in fact 
did not own them. Because of 
this’ State Department officials 
are warning that applications for 
such 1936 pates in which any 
question may arise as to the 
car’s actual ownership, should be 
filed in ample time to permit in- 
vestigation of the car's exact sta- 
tus. Some plates have been con- 
fiscated, the owners of the cars 
being compelled to ‘pay the regu- 
lar tax. 

From 10,000 to 12,000 sets of| 
these ‘plates are issued annually.

lieve that all but “a small per-j, 


centage” of applicants are ac- 
tually entitled to them. On ad- 
vice of Harry S. Toy, Attorney 
General, however, . the practice 
of issuing ‘government’ plates on 
application of school boards in 
districts where children are 
transported, will be stopped un- 
less the boards actually own the 
vehicle. 

The term “owning” in this 
connection: includes exclusive of 
a motor vehicle, through lease or 
otherwise, for a period of more 
than 30 days. ‘The device of a 
unit of government leasing mo- 
tor vehicles and thus legally ap- 
plying for 50 cent plates, is rare: 
ly resorted to for the reason that 
these units dislike responsibility 
of ownership in the event of ac- 
cidents from which costly law- 
suits may arise.

erators’ licenses have expiration 


operators’ license act of 1931. 
Applicants for licenses will be 
asked to give this information 
merely as a matter of coopera- 
tion with the department. 

With some 200,000 operators of 
cars being unlicensed today, the 
expectation is that the majority 
ot them, being forgetful rather 
than intentionally unlicensed, 
will thus be reminded of their 
delinquency, It is the belief that 
virtually no one will have the 
temerity to ask for a license 
plate while actually signing 
his name to a statement that his 
operator’s license has expired. 


Exemptions Listed For Chain 
Tax Law 


With collections of. Michigan’s 
chain store and counter tax law 
proceeding under fuil legal au- 
thority as the cesult of the recent 
state supreme court opinion up- 
holding the act of 1933, the De- 
partment of State has issued 
regulations governing collection 
of the levy, together with a de- 
tailed explanation of those class- 
es‘of chain establishments ex- 
empted from the tax. 

The primary factor-in de- 
termining immunity from the 
tax is that lines of business deal- 
ing in service rather than in 
goods, are ruled exempt. In- 
cluded in this classification are: 
barber shops, beauty shops, 
farmers operating more than one 
roadside stand for the sale of 
their own products, garages, ice 
docks, laundries, monument 
works, music conservatories, op- 
ticians and other professional 
firms, plumbers, restaurants, shoe 
repair shops, taxicab lines, funer- 
al directors and used car lots. 

With reference to the exemp- 
tion for used car lots, it is 
pointed out in the regulations 
that these places of business are 
already licensed under the pro- 
visions of a 1921 law, and that 
they could not be subjected to 
two occupational taxes, the prior 
levy being a privilege tax for the 
carrying on of their business. 

Included in the regulations for 
issuance of the chain-store lic- 


ence, are the provisions that if 


any store or cougter which is 
part of a chain, is in existence 
or placed in operation during 
the period from April 1 to Sept. 
30, a full year’s license must be 
obtained at half~price. 

The chain tax law makes no 
provision, however, for refund- 
ing of any license fee paid for 
operation of one or more stores 
or counters which cease opera- 
tion before expiration of the li- 
cense period.

Safe Fluid Can Be Ustd To Re- 
place Gasoline or Naphtha in 
Michigan Homes 


Accidents caused by the use of 
naphtha or gasoline for cleaning 
clothes or fabrics in homes can 
be avoided if carbon tetrachlor- 
ide is used as a cleaning fluid in 
place of those inflammabie li- 
quids, according to the home 
economics division at Michigan 
State College. 

Carbon tetrachloride is more 


monly used naphtha or gasoline, 
but the cost of the safe cleaning 
agent can be kept down if the 
in which fabrics are 
cleaned is saved and filtered af- 
ter use. All cleaning fluids, 
whether inflammable or not, 
should be kept out of doors. The 
fumes are unpleasant and some- 


In cleaning the fabrics on up- 
holstered furniture, the grease 
spots should be removed first 
with one of the grease solvents. 
A good soap solution then should 
be used. The solution may be 
made from three medium bars of 
mild soap or one and _ one-half 
pounds of soap fakes. Dissolve 
the soap in two quarts of boiling 
water and later add two mote 
quarts of hot water. One-quar- 
ter pound borax and _ three- 
fourths cup of Household am- 
monia complete the solution ex- 
cept when a little bluing is need- 
ed for materials with white in 
the pattern. ; 

The soap solution should be 
whipped with a dover egg beater 

until a good suds is obtained. 
cleaning, and 
apply with a circular motion. 
When the material is clean, rinse 
the suds off with clear water.
